“A day or 
two ago Mr. McAdoo sent tn twen- 
ty-five suggestions and now he has 
sent in a large batch of others.” 
The committee discussed the dif- 
ferential problem and while not ar- 
riving at a decision indicated the 
fiat normal tax of 12 per cent. on 
incomes, earned or unearned, would 
be. written into the bill in place of 
the present plan of 10 and 18, as 


normal tax for earned and un- 


earned incomes,

Compromise Measure to be 
Taken. up Today. 


Californians Continue Efforts 
for 1920 Date. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE! 

Ww. INGTON, Aug. 28.— Plans 
of Senate leaders for compromise 
legislation og national war-time 
prohibition, proposed to become ef- 
fective July 1, 1919, instead of Jan- 
uary 1 next, moved forward today 
with the holding of additional con- 
ferences and the holding of hear- 
ings by the Agricultural commit- 
tee. 

‘The programme for the bill's con- 
sideration was upset by the death 
of Senator James. Tomorrow it is 
proposed to bring the bill before the 
Senate for continuous consideration 
until disposal. Some Senate lead- 
ers believe it may be passed before 
adjournment, under the compro- 
mise plan, but others believe more 
time will be required. Possibility 
of the compromise negotiations be- 
ing upset made the bill's future un- 
certain. 

Representatives of the wet“ and 
“dry” factions continued to make 
progress today in the negotiations 
tor the pro ed compromise. Sen- 
ator Sheppard of Texas prohibi- 

leader, spent the day in re- 
Grafting the prohibition clause. 
Difficulties and negotiations pre- 
vented perfection of the clause be- 
fore tomorrow. 

While the private conferences of 
leaders was in progress vigorous 
protest against the legislation, even 
as proposed by the compromise, was 
made before the Senate Agriculture 
Committee at hearings on the pro- 
hibition provision. Representatives 
of the wine industry, distilling in- 
terests, national hotel keepers and 
others offered strong opposition to 


the bill, which they said would 
cause financial losses and 
hardships. 


The wine interests especially are 
expected to make a fight in the Sen- 
ate for exclusion of the wine indus- 
try from operation of the law or a 
longer extension of time for prohi- 
bition to become effective. 

In agreeing to fix July 1 next as 
the date when national] prohibition 
would become effective end that no 
efforts will be made to delay the 
bill’s passage, it was leerned today, 
supporters and opponents of the 
measure in the Senate also agreed 
upon a number of other amend- 
ments. 


One provides that national prohi- 


bition shall remain in effect until 
the end of the period of demobili- 
gation after thé war. Another would 
empower the President as soon ss 
the bill has been passei and before 
it goes into effect to establish dry 
zones in Which the gale, manufacture 
and distribution ef intoxicating 
liquors would be prohibited, around 
coal mines, munitions factories, ship- 
building plants and other war plants.

WHEAT RULES | 
ARE RELAXED: 


Ban. on Cereal Discontinued 
September First. 


Flour Purchase Restrictions 
also Modified. 


Tomato Pack to be Protected 
by Government. 


Wheatiless days and meals will be 
discontinued beginning September 
1. This order was received from 
Washington yesterday at the local 
offices of the Food Administration. 
Other changes in the wheat-flour 
programme were also announced, 
including an order that “under the 
direction of the United States Food 
Administration milling companies 
will begin the manufacture of ‘Vic- 
tory mixed flour,’ which will be on 
the market within a short time.“ 

Ceftain restrictions have also been 
lifted regarding the purchase of 
wheat flour. The order that wheat 
flour may only be purchased on the 
fifty-fifty basis with substitutes has 
been modified somewhat. Wheat 
flour can, on and after September 
1. be sold at the ratio of four 
pounds of wheat flour to one pound 
of subetitutes. These substitutes are 
barley flour, corn meal flour, corn 
flour, feterita flour, rice flour, oat 
flour, kafir flour, milo flour, peanut 
four, bean flour, potato four and 
buckwheat flour. Pure rye flour may 
also be used, but the ratio must be 
two pounds of rye flour for every 
three pounds of wheat flour. 

Bakers will be allowed to have 
on hand a sixty-day supply of wheat 
flour instead of but thirty days. The 
rules regarding the limiting of sales 
of wheat flour de retailers to an 
clghth of a berrel in cities, and a 
quarter-barrel in rural _ districts, 
have been rescinded. 

Frank H. Suffel, license commis- 
sioner of the Food Administration 
for Southern California. announc 
yesterday that the government wil 
not tolerate any interference with 
this War's tomato pack by un- 
scrupulous purchasers of fresh fruits 
who may try to buy crops already 
contracted for. 

“The rules of the Food Admin- 
istration forbid any dealer in toma- 
toes from purchasing from the 
growers any tomatoes which have 
been previouslv contracted for.“ Mr. 
Suffel sald. The United States gov- 
ernment h notified the tomato 
canners that they will need 33 per 
cent. of this vear's pack for army 
and navy If dealers in fresh vege- 
tables are allowed to go out an 
buy these tomatoes, previously con- 
tracted to another, the canner will 
not be able to complete his pack, 
the government will have to take a 
large percentage for its needs and 
the civilian population will have to 
go on a smaller ration of canned 
tomatoes. A number of dealers in 
fresh veretables are buying from 
unscrupulous growers green toma- 
toes, in this way lessening the can- 
ners’ pack. A number of complaints 
have been filed at this office during 
the last few days, and an examina- 
tion is being made of these reported 
cases. If the dealers in fresh vere- 
tables are found guilty of violatior 
their Ucenses. beyond question, wil! 
be taken away.” j

On account 
of a tubercular affliction he was rec- 
ommended to the leniency of the 


court and will be sentenced tomor- 
row. | 
According to the testimony, 
Kohler, who is known locally as a 
soldier of fortune, advertised in a 
local paper during the summer of 
| 1917 for thirty men to assist him in 
an expedition to Mexico to recover 
copper valued at $200,000. Five 
men anewered the advertisement 
and from each of these, Kohler col- 
lected $24 to defray a portion of 
the cost of the trip. 
The expenses, Kohler’s testimony 
showed, were to have deen kor- 
warded by a “Gen. Rodriquez” 
whose identity was 
lished, but who is alleged to have 
been none other than “Gen.” 
Nicholas Senn Zogg., famous border- 
ence on a 
draft conspiracy charge. Kohler 
declared that “Gen. Rodriquez” had’ 
once been an officer In Madero’s 
army and was persona n grata 
with President Carranza. The 
witness continued that he had once 
saved the “general's” life and that 
as a reward, the latter was to de- 
tray the major portion of the ex- 
penses of the trip. In return for 
their $24 investment each man was 
promised $2500 when the copper 
was sold. 
When the scheme failed, Kohler 
is alleged to have failed to return 
the money received from the five 
men and after an investigation by 
Postoffice Inspector Cookson, Kohler 
was indicted on the mail fraud 
charge.

The Health and Safitation Commit- 
tee recommended that the City 
Council repeal the measure imme- 
diately. ' 
It now seems certain that this 
will be done, possibly today. An 
amended ordinance may be substi- 
tuted, and this may be killed when 
it comes to a vote of the Council. 
As a variation from this proced- 
ure Cougcilman Reeves has sug- 
gested t an amended ordinance 
be adopted and that the people file 
an initiative petition and put it up 
to a vote at the November election. 
The impression prevails that if the 
measure ever does go to a vote it 
will be overwhelmingly. defeated. 
The Council i¢ of the opinion 
that numerous changes in the ordi- 
nance must be made if it is to stand 
the test of public sentiment. An 
amended measure such as members 
of the Council think would be 
agreeable to the people has been 
prepared, but it is regarded as con- 
taining about as many ridiculous 
Clauses as the original ordinance 


carries. 
SOME OF “POSSIBLES. 

It has been suggested that the 
measure be amended to such an ex- 
tent that the drug stores may sell 
medicines, rubber goods, tollet arti- 
cles, surgical supplies, kodak films, 
ice cream, etc., but that they may 
not engage in the sale of articles 
which are not necessary to the com- 
fort and happiness of the public on 
Sunday. 
it will also be possible to sell 
newspapers and magazines, ice 


gum, 

other dairy lunch supplies. This 
will make it possible for some of 
the small grocery stores to conduct 
a limited business on Sunday, dis- 
pensing milk, cream, candy, cigars, 
hot baked goods, etc., but they will 
not be permitted to go so far as to 
sell any canned goods or staple gro- 


ceries. 
MAY BUY SHINES. 


„One amendment considers per- 
fruit, flower and boot- 
ack stan to remain open on 
unday. This will make t possible 
for one to obtain a shine and go 
to church, but if he has 15 to 25 
cents’ worth of whiskers on his face 
and doesn't want to go to church 
with his shoes nicely shined and his 
face unshaven, he must remain at 
home, because the barber shops can- 
not retall shaves on Sunday. If a 


yto rely upon the barber, because 
the ordinance does not contemplate 
permitting the sale of shaving up- 
plies on the day of rest. 

So far as photographers are con- 
cerned, they may receive patrons at 
their studios and may even oblige 
them by making a sitting for them, 
but under no circumstances 
they develop the plate or make & 
print from it on Sunday. 

AS TO STEAMED GOODS.

CLOSE AND PECULIAR ELECTION. 

Confusion arising from an unwise, un- 
sound and un-American closed primary law 
occasioned such a muddle in counting the 
returns in Tuesday's election that the result 
was for some time in doubt. It is now quite 
clear that Stephens has won the Republican 
Nomination, the returns at this writing giv- 
ing Stephens a long lead. Rolph has ap 
parently beaten Heney for the Democratic 
nomination. Rolph and his followers claim 
both nominations; but their claims are 
disputed by the Stephens managers in one 
camp and those of Heney in the other. 
We haven't the slightest doubt that Rolph 
is beaten on the Republican ticket. All 
the other candidates for Governor in both 


tion is that the Democratic party is left 
absolutely without a candidate for Gover- 
nor. The State primary law provides spe- 
cifically that a candidate who loses the 
nomination in his own party (as per regis- 
tration) cannot receive the nomination in 
any other party. Rolph’s Democratic vote 
will avail him nothing; but it makes the 
victory easy for Stephens in November be- 
ca it, leaves the Democrats without a 
gu candidate on the State bal- 
lot.

The confusion in the returns extends to 
the Ninth Congress District, where the win- 
ner of the Republican nomination has not 
been determined definitely at the time this 
editorial is being written. The Republican 
vote against Congressman Randall is at 
least four to one. Montaville Flowers, a 
Republican whose militant patriotism has 
never been questioned, is leading for the 
Republican nomination. He has a plurality 
over Randall on the partial returns of about 
350 votes. This is a narrow margin, but 
it seems wide enough to win. That it is 
possible, however, for a candidate to be 
nominated with his district voting four to 
one against him is in itself an unanswer- 
able arraignment of the present closed pri- 
mary law. If the Republicans opposing 
Randall had been able to get together 
and agree on some process of elimina- 


| tion which would have left a single candi- 
| date opposing Randall he would have been 


beaten at least three to one. His renomina- 
tion in face of his unpatriotic record in 
Congress would be a stain upon the shield 
of California. If a united Republican front 
could have been presented against him—in 
other words—IF the nomination could have 
come from a convention where it would 
have been necessary for the rlominee to re- 
ceive a majority of all votes cast, such a 
miscarriage of the popular will in the Ninth 
District would be practically impossible. 

Irrespective of the final result in the gu- 
bernatorial contest, it has been amply dem- 
onstrated that the method of doing State 
politics in Southern California is structural- 
ly defective. Both the Republican and the 
Demogeratic organizations are what might 
be termed defeatist organizations. The 
southern part of the Stgte will never be 
able to express its will in State affairs un- 
tii there is a new deal all around. We 
have all been prone to forget that politics 
is the science of the possible and that u- 
sions and ‘vagaries are fatal to efficiency. 

Rolph’s big vote on the Democratic ticket 
is directly attributable to the fact that the 
Democratic party of the State and of the 
nation is so stuffed with patronage that 
it is not able.to gee over its own stomach.

LADT ROSALIND.

In connection with our food prob- 


lems my government suggested some 
time ago that I engage in the rabbit 


‘business. I had raised almost every- 
thing but the mortgage on my home 


and it would be a very simple thing 
for me to rear a pack or herd of 


| rabbits—in fact, they were said to 


practically raise themselves. How- 
ever, I was furnished with some 
printed advice om the subject through 
the medium of my friend Haskin, 
who learned all about the care and 
treatment of wild animals through a 
long career at playing seven-up in 
Missouri. It was represented that 
the wishbone of a rabbit was an ex- 
cellent substitute for bacon or lob- 
ster and that, as lady rabbits are 
blessed with large families, the ta- 
os be amply and amiably sup- 
Plied. 

It might almost be said that the 
female of the species is born with 
the maternal instinct. A well-bred 
Flemish giantess will produce a large 
and fuzzy family with less emotion 
than I indicate when I am having 
my hair cut. When she is a mere 
juvenile of six months she is pre 
pared to assume responsibility 
of a home of her own. 

The man who is handy with fig 
ures told me that the lady rabbit, or 
she bunny, could raise four families 
„ year with ease. If there were an 
average of eight to a mess and they 
began duplicating themselves when 
six months old at the end of five 
years I would have 3,129,467,231 rab- 
bits. I could not only supply the 
civilized world with filling and de 
licious meat, but have enough left 
over to furnish’ hassenpfeffer for the 
survivors of the German army for

But for two weeks I was the only 
patriot in our country who put on 
husking gloves when he went to feed 
his rabbits. 

I early found that Rosalind was 
not accustomed to the simple life. 
I had supposed that the matter of 
fodder for a rabbit was an easy prop- 
osition. Just a handful of grain, a 
nubbin of hay and the rest of the

Three Thousand Old, Nearly 
Twelve Hundred New. 


Co-operation of Other Civic 
Societies is Valuable. 


Eleven hundred and eighty new 
members for the Chamber of Com- 
merce on the first day of the war 
drive for recruits in the win-the-war 
programme was announced at the 
dinner at the Alexandria last night 
for the nearly 600 volunteer sales- 
men who are aiding in the reorgan- 
ization of the commercial body. 
These are in addition to the 3007 re- 
enroliment of the former members 
at the new rate, making a total to 
Gate of 4187 signers of the “glory 
pledge” that Los Angeles is going 
over the top strong in co-operating 
with the government to win the war. 

In spite of the large number of 
teams working yesterday, it was im- 
possible to call upon all persons 
listed, and the work will be contin- 
ued * volunteer workers during the 
wee 

First honors for yesterday's work 
went to the sales managers’ organi- 

zation, which furnished nearly one- 
third of the workers. They brought 
in 367 new members and are still 
going. The Ad Club lined up with 
103 and Councitiman F. E. True ad- 
mitted enrolling twenty-five single- 
handed in half a day’s work. All 
team captains reported sentiment 
unanimous in commending the re- 
organization of the chamber for the
